SUBJECT: DD/S&T Briefing on the Proposed FY-1968 Budget 
Reduction 


1. On 20 November 1967, a briefing was presented by the 
Office of ELINT (OEL) on the effect of a proposed reduction 
in the FY-1968 budget. The meeting was held in the DD/S&T 
Conference Room from 1335 hours to 1415 hours. Attendees 
were as follows :

2. Mr. Duckett began the meeting by explaining the 
general problem and emphasized the present situation is 
probably the "best" that it will be. He went on to say there 
is a strong possibility of an additional reduction and referred 
to recent comments made by the DCI . Mr. Duckett said it was 
quite clear, moreover, there was no basis for "fighting the 
problem". In addition, it appears the FY-1969 situation will 
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be no better and activities not undertaken in FY-1968 cannot 
be considered to be "deferred" to FY-1969. Mr. Duckett 
specifically stated the purpose of the present meeting was 
to review how OEL proposed to reduce its program but that 
n^dec^^n^would be made at this time.

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Mr. Duckett explained it was very difficult for the DD/S&T 
to prepare the same type of impact statement as the DD/S 
and DD/P. That is, reductions in DD/S and DD/P are reflected 
in more concrete terms that provide little, if any, room for 
choice. Consequently, if additional reductions are made with- 
in the Agency, DD/S&T will probably bear the brunt of the 
changes .
